Declares Action on Senator llorah'n 
Resolution Is Epoch

Hon. Daniel F. Cohalan, Justice 
of the Supreme Court, New York, 
addressing a mass meeting of 
Friends of Irish Freedom at Liberty 
Hut, Washington, Saturday evening, 
said in part: 

"The action of the Senate on Sen- 
ator Borah's resolution last week is 
epoch making. It is a notice to 
England and to all the rest of the 
world that America is going to con- 
tinue to 'be a sovereign State and a 
guiding star to all peoples strug- 
gling for liberty throughout the 
world. It comes at a very oppor- 
tune moment, for English influence 
was sweeping everything before it 
at the Peace Conference, to the end 
that England might become the 
dominant power throughout the 
world. 

"It Lb going to be a new Declara- 
tion of Independence in effect, serv- 
ing notice on the world and to all 
the active agencies of England here 
In America, that we Intend to con- 
tinue to be a Republic, that we In- 
tend to continue to be free, that we 
Intend to continue to be American. 
It will hearten lovers of liberty all 
over the world. It will be taken to 
mean that in a struggle between 
democracy and autocracy that Amer- 
ica, in spite of the weakness and 
backsliding of some of her spokes- 
men, is determined that autocracy 
must be broken and that the day of 
special privileges has passed in all 
the countries of the worlds 
i. "M will be "taken to mean that 
America will continue to be a great 
moral force, leading all peoples of 
the earth to freedom. That despite 
the extraordinary cleverness and 
ability or the English diplomats, 
there is one country that England 
can not control, that there is one 
country which is determined to keep 
free from English diplomacy and 
English power. It will mean that 
we meant what we said when we 
entered the war, that we did so to 
put an end to autocracy, and that 
we meant autocracy of all kinds. It 
serve 8 notice upon England that we 
are no more tolerant of English na- 
valism than we were of Gorman mil- 
itarism. That we meant, in good 
faith, that the doctrine of self-de- 
termination should be applied to all 
peoples — to those living under the 
German Kaiser, and to those living 
under the German King of England. 

"It will hearten liberals all over 
the world, who have been hoping 
that the conference at Versailles 
would mean a just and permanent 
peace, and put an end to war. Al- 
ready the results are evident in 
Paris. The question of Ireland, 
which the friends of England hoped 
had been permanently shelved, 
emerged again into the noonday of 
discussion, and the representatives 
of America now promise to 'unoffi- 
cially' present the question to the 
Peace Conference. Just what an 
'unofficial' presentation of the ques- 
tion mav mean is a matter of con- 
jecture. But the resolution of the 
United States Senate called for no 
such action, and presently, I am 
sure, in response to the aroused 
public opinion in America, the ques- 
tion of Ireland will be officially con- 
sidered bv the Peace Conference and 
action will be taken that will give 
international recognition to the re- 
publican form of government that 
has been set up by the people of 
Ireland. Anything less will not sat- 
isfy the conscience of America, Any- 
thing less will not be in a«iord with 
the Ideals, with the traditions of 
America. Anything less will mean 
that the conference is establishing, 
not the rule Of democracy, but the 
rule of hypocrlcy, and permitting 
England to do now what she did af- 
ter the Congress of Vienna — to make 
a peace that will be generous to 
England and unjust to mankind. 

"America won the war. America 
should make the peace. England 
did not win the war. England must 
not be permitted to make a peace 
for an English peace will mean not 
and end to wars, tout a succession or 

W *"On the contrary we are asked, in 
the League of Nations, to submit to 
an English plan for England s domi- 
nation of the world. We are asked 
to give away part of our sovereign 
power and to emerge from the war, 
not free and independent as we en- 
tered It. 'but dominated and con- 
trolled and tied to England. We 
are asked, in this English scheme — 
and nobody has explained what be- 
came of the American scheme—to 
guarantee the territorial integrity of 
the British and Japanese Empires, 
the only two empires left. 

"The Senate of the United States 
has rendered a splendid service to 
America. It is the great body to 
which we look to save our country, 
to preserve its ideals, its traditions. 
Its interests. We should see to it 
that throughout the country public 
opinion should be aroused to the 
dangers that confront. 

••Let us demand that America's 
rights be asserted at Paris, that the 
question of Independence for Ire- 
land be not alone presented to the 
Peace Conference; but that it

advocated and backed up by all the 
force of America, to the end that a 
just and permanent peace be made; 
that the twenty million American 
citizens of Irish blood be placed up- 
on a plane of absolute equality with 
all others and that Ireland, in the 
Interests not alone of herself and of 
humanity, but in the interest of 
America, be permitted to resume her 
place among the circle of nations of 
the world, a free and independent 
nation, with the international recog- 
nition of the Irish Republic, already 
set up by her people. 

"Such action on the part of the 
United States would be in accord 
with American ideals, In line with 
the action of this country in paying 
back to France the debt of gratitude 
we owed her for the services she 
rendered us in the Revolution. 

LOSS IS FELT. 



Though the announcement was 
not unexpected, a pall of gloom 
overspread Louisville when it be- 
came known that Michael Hermann, 
French Consul and a veteran of the 
Prussian war, known to and beloved 
by all classes of citizens, had been 
called into heavenly rest at his 
Home, 1836 Hepburn avenue, on 
Wednesday morning. He was sixty- 
nine years old, a native of Alsace, 
and came to Louisville in 18 72. 
Here he lived an active life, and 
with his Brother, Col. Joseph Her- 
mann, had conducted a very success- 
ful wholesale wine and liquor busi- 
ness. A prince among men, he was 
generous to all charities, never ask- 
ing about race, creed or color, and 
all his life had been a practical 
Catholic and a real friend of the 
poor clergy, especially those exiled 
from France. He Is survived by six 
children, Raymond, Albert, Richard 
and Louis, and Miss Lydla Herr- 
mann, Louisville, and Miss Marie 
Herrmann, Colorado Springs. His 
brother. Col. Joseph Herrmann, and 
his widow, who was Caroline Bal- 
racr, also survive. , One son, Joseph, 
died in Colorado Springs last No- 
vember. Funeral services Friday 
morning at Holy Trinity church. 
The solemn requiem mass was sung 
by Abbot Edmund Obrecht, of Geth- 
Bemane, who was aslsted by the Rev. 
Father Berreshelm and the Rev. 
Charles P. Raffo.

The Mont Rev. John J. Glennon, 
head of the Roman Catholic Arch- 
diocese of St. Louie, born In County 
Meath, Ireland, last Saturday cele- 
brated his fifty-seventh birthday.

Six weeks or two months ago the 
Republican party throughout the 
State and nation was jubilant over 
future prospects and Kentucky Re- 
publicans were saying that they 
would elect Morrow this year and 
then help to elect a Republican 
President next year, and some Dem- 
ocrats were willing to concede that 
their predictions of national success 
were not far wrong. But what a 
change '.tier* has been in the past 
week or ten days. The G. O. P. 
throughout the country Is again stag- 
ing one of the famous factional 
fights that started in 1912 and con- 
tinued until last year, when the old 
machine had about succumbed to 
Roosevelt. Following his death ev- 
erything went well for awhile — that 
Is, until the question of who would 
carry the banner next year came up, 
and then the fur began to fly. The 
anti-Wilson men in the Republican 
party have stopped at nothing In 
their abuse of Taft, and this has 
caused the ex-President and .his 
friends to fight back. Senator 
Hiram Johnson, of California, is be- 
ing boomed for the Presidential 
nomination by the Western Republi- 
cans, but the mere mention of John- 
son's name ascites the Hughes and 
New York Republicans to frenzy, 
they blaming Hughes' defeat to 
Johnson and California in 19l6. 
Then young Mr. Hays, the National 
Chairman, who was advertised as 
the real harbinger of harmony 
comes forward and put his foot in 
it, so to speak. He issued a fiery 
ultimatum concerning the Republi- 
can party's opinion of the League of 
Nations, and inside of three days : 
was forced to crawl in his hole in 
answer to a challenge as to whether 
his party was willing to make the 
l-eague of Nations a party Issue. 

So much for the Republican party 
nationally. Preceding the Republi- 
can State convention at Lexington, 
during the proceedings and follow- 
ing the convention, the Republican 
press and Mr. Hert's personal boos>- 
ers, the Courier-Journal and Times, 
printed and reprinted tales of Har- 
mony concerning the selection of 
Morrow and the Hert-Searcy choice*, 
and the public was told that the Re- 
publicans of Kentucky were a unit 
In wanting Morrow as their candi- 
date for Governor. Now It develop? 
that this was far from the truth, and 
many there who didn't think it wise 
to select Morrow were afraid to op- 
pose Hert. Following the conven- 
tion a prominent Republican from 
the Third district and former office- 
holder, voiced the opinion or many 
by saying: "What a shame it was 
for the Republican party to throw 
away Its chances tor the State of- 
fices by selecting Morrow, a stereo- 
typed politician, who Is 10.000 votes 
weaker than he was tour years ago." 
This sentiment has spread like wild- 
fire, and despite the efforts of the 
Republican Campaign Committee to 
convince the voters that "Howdy 
Ed" is a "rattlln* good speaker.'; it Is 
now plain to every one that Mor- 
row's chance to become Governor is 
becoming weaker every day, and if 
the Republican convention could be 
recalled the. party would drop Mor- 
row like a hot coal.

If higher education isn't a part of 
national reconstruction then nothing 
Is. Holding this as an axiom, the 
Knights of Columbus are devoting 
their time and a great deal of their 
own money to the cause of higher 
education. Some years ago, long 
before the war with Germany was 
thought of, at any rate in this coun- 
try, the Knights raised $550,000 
among their own membership to en- 
dow a great university at Washing- 
ton, D. C, the Catholic University 
of America. 

In this university the Knights 
founded the Chair of American His- 
tory—then a decided novelty in even 
the most advanced educational in- 
stitutions, but no less a necessity 
for an American university striving 
to give the most plenary education. 

By their endowment of this uni- 
versity the Knights secured the 
privilege of sending fifty young men 
every year to take post graduate 
courses In arts, philosophy, engineer- 
ng, etc. Already the number of 
graduates from this endowment goes 
over the 250 mark, with the ranks 
Increasing every year, so that a 
small army of well equipped men is 
being placed at the nation's service 
by the Knights of Columbus. 

Throughout the country State 
Councils of the K. of C. maintain 
scholarships at different colleges. 
The New York State Council main- 
tains scholarships in seven instltu. 
tlons. In Illinois. Ohio, Oklahoma 
and numerous other States the same 
praiseworthy work is done. In addi- 
tion to this subordinate councils of 
the K. of C. maintain scholarships 
at junior academies and parochial 
schools, and as a rule provide med- 
als " an* "orlreT*~prtre» ererr— yenr— te- 
school students who excel In Ameri- 
can history. 

The regular annual routine of a 
K. of C. council includes a curricu- 
lum of wide range upon useful sub- 
jects. Experts or all kinds are in- 
vited to lecture before the members 
of a council. In this way the 
Knights acquaint themselves with 
full Information on all manner of 
topics and provide for the rounding 
out of the education of the younger 
members. It is estimated that over 
five million men hear lectures in K. 
of C. council halls every year. 

The Knights make a specialty of 
public lectures on current frvents, 
particularly in explanation of the er- 
rors of extreme radicalism. In this 
way they have helped to combat the 
progress of syndicalistic ideas. With 
the lessening of war activity the 
Knights are devoting larger atten- 
tion to this substantial reconstruc- 
tion work.

If the American people were to 
became acquainted with the real 
conditions In Ireland as they exist 
today, the San Francisco Leader 
declares they would rise up as 
a unit against the league of Na- 
tions. But the American people 
do not know these condition*, and 
it Is not at all likely that they will 
become acquainted with them, 
either, as long as British censor- 
ship exists. Ireland has been in a 
plate of unrest, yea. even in a state 
of terror, for many and many a 
long day. but at the present time, 
according to those who have re- 
cently been permitted to visit tie 
stricken country, there is more 
Btrife. uneasiness and industrial dls- 
rord than the country has known 
since the outbreak of the world 
war. The people have long since 
become weary of Britisli methods of 
antagonism and the inhuman meth- 
ods employed by Government offi- 
cials to enforce petty laws and or- 
dinances. 

But the outside world is kept 
In Ignorance of the true facts, while 
England poses as the friend of de- 
mocracy and the sponsor for those 
who are suffering or in need of a 
decent government. The Irish peo- 
ple are being subjected to all man- 
ner of political, industrial and econo- 
mic persecution, and they must suf- 
fer, unknown to the rest of the 
world, for they have no means of 
conveying the story of their **>ltter 
trials and 'humiliations. English and 
Irish jails«are still filled with Irish 
political prisoners, both men and 
women. Now and then, we read of 
the release of a score or more of 
those who have suffered long in 
durance vile, but these dispatches 
are now followed up by others an- 
nouncing ' more general roundups 
and more raids. An fast as one 
Sinn Feiner is given his freedom, 
two or more are placed safely under 
lock and key, so, in this way. Eng- 
land manages to keep her Jail cells 
well orowded. 

The man or woman who dares 



tlon that "all men are created equal 
and are entitled to a certain inalien- 
able rights, among which are life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happl 
ness."

The modern doctrine of "self-de- 
termination." which has been dis- 
ci as ed so much during the war, Is 
nothing more or less than the old 
principle of our Declaration of Inde 
pendence that "governments derive 
their Just powers from the con 
gent of the governed." If the 
principle Is true England has no 
Just powers over Ireland except by 
the consent of the people. In send- 
ing troops to coerce the Irish the 
British Government may be repeat- 
ing the mistake It made when 
troops were sent to coerce the thir- 
teen American ■Colonies. It can 
hardly look for much popular en- 
thusiasm for such an undertaking 
In the United States.— rdaho Free

The Catholic press of the country 
hsu frequently emphasized the fact 
that the representatives of the pow, 
ers taking part in the Peace Con ; 
ferenre could do nothing better than 
to nrcord to the Holy See the same 
rlsrhts they have granted to the sec 
ular nowers. As a matter of fact, 
the diplomats could have made ex 
"ellent use of the strong moral in- 
fluence exerted by the Vicegerent of 
Christ, regardless of whether they 
desired to discuss or to ignore the 
question of the Papal States and the 
temporal power. The powers could 
Indeed have Invited the Holy See to 
participation in the labor of estab- 
lishing a League of Nations without 
offending against international cus- 
tom and diplomatic usage. This is 
evident from the history of interna- 
tional congresses and conferences — 
a consideration which makes it all 
the more regrettable that the Invita- 
tion has not been isaued. 

The manner in which the Holy 
See would, ir conditions made par- 
ticipation possible, co-operate in the 
League of Nations, and the limita- 
tions of Papal Influence in the con. 
ferencea of the representatives of the 
various nations, are laid down in a 
remarkable treatise on "Internation- 
al State Congresses and Confer- 
ences," a study In international law 
and diplomatic usage, which, accord- 
ing to European newspapers, will be 
read with the greatest Interest in 
diplomatic circles, and In fact wher- 
ever the new regulation of interna- 
tional law Is being discussed. The 
author of the treatise Is a young 
savant of Budapest. Dr. Richard 
Oruber, who has set himself the task 
of analysing the practice of con- 
gresses and conferences, on the basis 
of authentic records and documents, 
and to thus reduce the practice to a 
set of laws, and to elucidate it. The 
treatise affords the theoretical as 
well as practical man a means of 
quickly informing himself on the 
usage and rulings of diplomatic 
gatherings. 

Concerning the participation or 
the Holy See In the League of Na- 
tions the author says: "In confer- 
ences for the establishment of peace 
the Pope should have an advisory 
voice, such advisory service to be 
unrestricted, except insofar as not to 
Interfere with the fashioning of the 
official resolutions of the conference. 
There is not the slightest reason 
why such an advisory voice should 

ho denied him For hie opinion, 

which in such cases would be ex- 
pressed through a representative, 
could not but be of service to all the 
powers of the civilized world. Inso- 
far as the voice of the Papacy will 
be sounded only in the interest of 
harmonizing hostile factors, toy pav- 
ing the way to mutual understand, 
ing and reconciliation, the Holy See 
exercises a function traditionally its 
own, and which represents one of 
the principal purposes of the mis- 
sion of the Papacy as the temporal 
representative of the Deity. 

'In a legal sense it is understood 
that, once the co-operation of the 
Holy See in any congress is con 
sented to in practice among the na 
'ions It would no longer be within 
the power of any individual nation 
to prevent Papal participation in 
diplomatic deliberations, as has been 
the case heretofore. One can readily 
perceive that in many cases the 
Pope, by virtue of his position, 
could have used his Influence to the 
end that the nations might base 
their relations on a foundation of 
the consciousness or the solidarity 
of the human race, which would 
serve to eliminate hatred, injustice 
and materialistic egotism. The 
would be done in the sense ol the 
thought of Cardinal Rampolla, who 
wrote at the time of the call to the 
first conference at the Hague: "It 
Is essential that Christian justice 
come to be recognized to the widest 
possible extent in the world. It Is 
impossible for the world to enter 
upon an era of trua peace without 



the mediation or Jesus Christ." In 
such work or mediation, however, 
the moral, entirely unpolitical in- 
fluence of the Pope, separated from 
all ecclesiastical tendencies, would 
have to be brought to bear on the 
situation, ir one considers the 
services or the Papacy during many 
centuries in the interest of the peace 
movement, and weighs the ever in- 
creasing influence or the Catholic 
Church, one can not fail to wish 
that the Pope may henceforth co- 
operate to the greatest possible de- 
gree in the perfection of interna- 
tional organization. 

In following Dr. Gruber's views 
and conclusions the reader will have 
to hear in mind that his book was 
written shortly before the end of 
the war. His argument is not af, 
fected. however, by the occasional 
use of the future tense. The author 
continues: 

Throughout the war the Vatican 
has given satisfactory proof that It 
has honestly endeavored to main- 
tain Its position above • all party 
lines. The question as to whether 
the peace-makers at the coming 
diplomatic congress should extend 
an invitation to the Pope, or if they 
have an interest in his participation 
in the conference, Is merely a part 
or the problem of the participation 
of noncombatant nations — in fact 
of all neutrals. 

It should be added that ir neu- 
trals are to participate in the Peace 
Conference at the close of the pres 
ent European war then the Pope 
should also be permitted to take 
part. The equitable application of 
the principle does not exclude any 
neutral, whether such power be 
sovereign state or a sprltual gov- 
ernment with the attributes of sov- 
ereignty. Just as the equalization 
of contracts can be materially ad- 
vanced through the co-operation of 
neutral powers, so the concessions 
possible between the various parties 
could surely be more readily con 
siimmated if His Holiness would 
speak In the name of Christian char 
ity and international justice. And 
his voice would not be raised in 
vain. The spiritual power of the 
Pope can be exercised impartially 
for the benefit of all nations only If 
the Pope can exercise his exalted 
office independently of all secular 
Influences. 

Thus far we have follewed Dr. 
Oruber. The statement would not be 
complete without adding that the 
task or mediation also should he en- 
trusted to the Pope, and to him pri 
marlly. Naturally nothing is ex 
pected In this connection except the 
discharge of his honorary duties 
At the same time, however, the 
services of the Roman church In the 
Interest or social reforms and of the 
silent furtherance of the cause by 
the means at her disposal would 
finally be recognized and appreciat 
ed. The justification of Papal par- 
ticipation In oertaln diplomatic un 
dertakings must be investigated not 
only trom the formally theoretical 
or the narrow practical viewpoint 
but rather from the angle of Chris- 
tian culture, now obtaining for some 
twenty centuries — a culture which — 
and this should be frankly admitted 
has formed the first foundation 
for all social progress and improve- 
ment. 

The suggestions offered by Dr. 
Oruber have not been followed 
Just as the Holy See .was excluded 
from co-operating In the peace ef. 
forts, so the Pope is apparently to 
be excluded from the work of erect- 
ing the structure of a League of 
Nations. Therefore the Central Bu 
neau declared, in a statement pre- 
pared by it and later embodied in 
the resolutions of the Catholic 
Union of Missouri: 

"We do not marvel at the diffl 
culty experienced by statesmen and 



diplomats In bringing peace back to 
the world. The foundation of the 
structure which they strive to erect 
Is purely human wisdom, and Its 
corner-stone humanism, The vice- 
gerent of Jesus Christ, the meek 
shepherd and rather of all the peo- 
ples of the earth, was not Invited to 
devote his energies to the perfection 
of the undertaking. The spirit or 
evil, diligently at work everywhere 
at present. Is seeking to isolate the 
Pope, to win the peoples of the 
world away from him. He shall not 
share in the fame or having erected 
a League of Nations. He whom God 
has called to be the foundation. stone 
of Hla Church and the arbiter of 
His mercies as well as His judg- 
ments!" C. B. of C. V.

The Govern- 
ment is paying a tribute to thrift 
by establishing war savings organl 
zatiuira in each Federal Reserve dis- 
trict, with organizations In each 
State, city and county, and with 
millions or war savings societies in 
factories, stores. church**, lodges 
and societies everywhere. 

The pastors have been furnished 
material, gathered by Governmental 
agncies. that tbey will be able to 
use in drawing comparisons and 
presenting facts showing the need of 
national thrift.

•RESIDENT WILSON MUST HEAR 



Editorially the New Orleans 
Morning Star comments on the Sen- 
ate's action, which It predicts por. 
tends much for Ireland: 

On Friday last the Senate of 
these United States of America, by 
the overwhelming vote of 60 to 1. 
declared for the freedom and inde- 
pendence of Ireland, by the adop- 
tion of Senator Borah's resolution 
requesting the American Commis- 
sion to the Peace Conference in 
Paris to secure a hearing before that 
august body for the accredited rep- 
resentatives elected by the Irish 
people. The Senate also went on 
record in the passage of the further 
resolution, expressing the sympathy 
of the people of the United States 
with the people of Ireland in the 
hopes and aspirations of the latter 
for freedom and independence. 

The voice of the Senate of the 
United States is the voice of the 
people of this great American Re- 
public. Everywhere throughout the 
Union, fair months past, since it be- 
came evident that the Just and 
righteous claims of Ireland alone 
were to remain unheard before the 
conference, and that a treaty of 
peace, which is part and parcel of 
the proposed covenant of the League 
of Nations, was to be signed, which 
would ignore altogether the rights 
and demands of this oldest civilized 
nation, and compel her to remain 
forever a vassal to a country whose 
yoke she despises and which she has 
striven to throw off for seven hun- 
dred years, the great heart of the 
people of America, Irrespective of 
creed, went out to the brave people 
of Ireland, and recalling our own 
heroic struggle for freedom In the 
great Revolutionary war of 1776, 
mass meetings were held in all the 
principal cities of the Union, and 
the demand went up in no uncertain 
tones that the cause for which 
America entered the world war, the 
freedom and independence of the 
small oppressed nations of the 
earth, was the cause of Ireland, too, 
and that the principle so stressed by 
Mr. Wilson In his fourteen points, 
that no nation should suffer under 
the hand of oppression, but that all 
should be given a voice in their own 
self-determination," should apply to 
the long-suffering people of Ireland 
as well as to other downtrodden and 
oppressed peoples of the earth. 

The action of the United States 
Senate portends much for the cause 
of Ireland, for the Senate is the 
treaty-making body of our National 
Government. The sympathy ex- 
pressed with the Irish struggle for 
freedom and Independence means 
that Ireland's cause must be heard 
and independence granted; the re- 
quest to the American delegation to 
the Peace Conference, coming fror.i 
such an auguBt body as the Senate, 
Is the voice of our people, speaking 
through their direct representatives. 
The American delegation must 
hearken t» this voice; President 
Wilson must listen. The Commis- 
sion and the President are the serv- 
ants of the people. In America the 
voice of the people Is the voice of 
God. 

The people and Senate of the 
United States could not do other- 
wise than they have done. The bat- 
tle that Ireland is fighting today is 
the same battle that we, a poor, 
helpless, struggling people, fought 
In 1776. Senate and people would 
have been false to their truest and 
highest ideals did we sit supinely 
by and not lift our voice against the 
colossal injustice that would be per- 
petrated for all time against Ireland 
should her cause be Ignored by the 
Peace Conference and her cry for 
freedom stifled by a court of Justice 
of which we as a nation are power 
Tul members. The pledge of Amer- 
ica In entering this war, the "four 
teen points" laid down by our Pres- 
ident as conditions for peace, aye, 
our own very Declaration of Inde 



pendence and Constitution them- 
selves, would mean nothing more 
than a "scrap of paper" if we had 
remained silent In the face of such 
conditions. We pinned our faith 
to our President when he said so 
definitely and solemnly that we en- 
tered the war that democracy might 
not perish, that we stood for the 
freedom and independence of the 
small oppressed nations. When the 
acid test came in the drawing up of 
the covenant of the League of Na- 
tions and it became evident that 
Ireland's case was to be shelved 
when all ethers were accorded a 
hearing, we would have been false 
and recreant to our cause did we not 
make our voice heard through our 
treaty-making body. 

Ireland is only asking today what 
we as the "Thirteen Original Colon- 
ies" demanded when In our Declara. 
tlon of Independence in 1776 we 
affirmed our right and integrity to 
sovereignty and independence. Ire- 
land is only asking what the rest of 
the world is asking and obtaining 
today, the right of democracy, the 
privilege to work out her own des- 
tinies in freedom and independence. 
Her case today is precisely what the 
cause of America was one hundred 
and forty-three years ago. Her plea 
is identical. Therefore do we an- 
swer her call. Can the Peace Con- 
ference presume to Ignore it? Can 
that conference, which looks to thU 
young giant republic of the west as 
its sustaining power in the proposed 
covenant of the League of Nations 
and the carrying out of a treaty of 
peace, presume to ignore the voice 
of the United States Senate, which 
body the American people have 
vested with the power to sign or re- 
ject both treaty and covenant?

A rRed Cross physician In Serbia 
says: "American railroad men are 
sorely needed here. Near East rail- 
roads are jokes. They run on no 
schedule. They take from twenty 
to forty hours to go a hundred 
miles. They stop for half hours at 
every water tank town for no ap- 
parent reason. From one end of 
Serbia to the other the bridges are 
wrecked. They are being repaired 
in the Near East manner, as if time 
mattered nothing and one rail spik- 
ed down constituted a good day's 
work. The roads over which we are 
trying to get our automobiles, filled 
with Red Cross supplies for the un- 
derfed of Central Serbia, are quite 
impassible. From Salonica to Bel- 
grade the roads are lined with tens 
of thousands of skeletons and rot- 
ting carcasses of animals. Soldiers' 
graves, thinly screened with earth, 
skirt the highways. No wonder 
there are dozens of cases of typhus 
in every city In Serbia." 

t it si:s DRUG HABIT. 

Official evidence that the drug 
habit has been increasing thoughout 
the United State? is furnished by the 
report of a special committee of in- 
vetigation Appointed by the Secre- 
tary" of the Treasury in March, 1918.. 
The report reveals that from ten to 
sixty times as much opium Is con- 
sumed in the United States as iu 
any other country from which re- 
liable records are obtainable. The 
committee refers to the widely prev- 
alent opinion that the increase In 
the drug habit Is largely due to the 
spread of prohibition, and that the 
number of addicts will be extended 
when nation -w ide prohibition goes 
Irto effect. "This opinion," says tho 
committee, "apparently receives 
some support from investigations 
made in some of the Southern States 
where prohibition has been In effect 
for some years. It has been noted 
that in these States the sales of nar- 
cotic drugs and cocaine, and es- 
pecially the sale of preparations ex- 
empt unde.- section 6 of the Harri- 
son act, such as Bateman's drop*. 
Godfrey's cordial and paregoric, 
have greatly Increased during this 
period." There are many sober and 
abstemious men who sincerely be- 
lie ve that the exemption of beer 
from the coming constitutional ban 
would have worked for moderation 
and temperance In drinking, and 
that the attempt to enforce a 
sweeping, bone-dry measure of na- 
tion-wide prohibition will have a 
contrary effect.
